New laws 


for 
snowmobile s 


From the time that first snow 
Flake falls, and doesn't melt, 
thousands of Ontario residents 
start getting ready for the snow- 
mobiling season. 

IF you're a snowmobiling en- 
thusiast, there are some new 
laws you should brush up on be- 
fore heading out this winter. 

The scope of the laws regard- 
ing snowmobiling are outlined in 
a comprehensive new pamphlet 
now available from Department 
of Transport, “Motorized Snow 
Vehicles in Ontario" is a com- 
pact guide to the operation of 
your machine. The Motorized 
Snow Vehicles Act is also free 
upon request from the Highway 
Safety Branch, Ontario Deport- 
ment of Transport, Ferguson 
Block, Queen's Park, Toronto 
182. 

Here are some of the new 
laws you should know about in 


‘ Deseronto, Ontario, 


brief: 

-Snowmobilers must now report 
any collisions on or off the high- 
way which involve personal in- 
jury or damage exceeding $200 
to preperty other than that of the 
owner or driver. 

The driver of a snowmobile 
must hold a driver's licence to 
take his machine on highways 
where snowmobile operation is 
permitted. 

=The owner of a snowmobile is 
to be held responsible for any 
infractions committed by per- 
sons using his machine --- this 
owner responsibility is in addi- 
tion to that of the operator. 

Try to avoid driving your 
snowmobile on roads where the 
snow is hard-packed, icy, or 
where the roadway is dry and 
handling is difficult. Fully 78 
per cent of the 185 collisions 
which were reported on Ontario 
highways last year happened un- 
der these conditions. Drivers 
who mixed alcohol and snow- 
mobiling accounted for 21 per 
cent of the 185 collisions. 

Forty per cent of collisions 
occured during the weekend in 
hours of darkness. 

Don't venture out on ice- 
covered lakes until well into the 
winter months. Even then, cur- 
rents from streams flowing in or 
out of the lake will make the ice 
thinner in some places. Another 
hazard for snowmobilers is barb- 
ed wire. . .several cases were 
reported last year of snowmobil- 
ers who didn't see farmer's fen- 
ces until it was too late. 

New licence plates for mot- 
orized snow vehicles went on 
sale October Ist across Ontario - 
The new, chrome yellow and 
blue plates are good for two 
years and the registration fee is 


$4.00.

From the work of men like 
L.S.B. Leakey we know that 
there was a terrestrial ape, Pro- 
consul, about 20 million years 
ago. This was a Miocene, gro- 
und dwelling ape that lived in 
the area of the Olduvai Gorge 
near Lake Victoria. It was 
presumably vegetarian, since it 
has the correct teeth for this 
type of diet and lived in the 
edges of forests whilst the pres- 
ent day types of apes stayed in 
the trees.

We have talked a great deal 
about carnivores and herbivores. 
We have also discussed the evol- 
ution of life upon earth and have 
seen that many groups arose, 
many fell by the wayside and 
different representatives survived 
to the present day. One group 
that had been tremendously succ- 
essful ond had already spread 
into every available type of life 
25 million years ago was the 
mammals. 

The most typical mammalian 
herbivores are the grazing hoofed 
animals. These include such 
things as the antelopes of Africa, | 
deer ond other types. They are | 
typically extremely fast runners 
and stand on legs that are not 
only elongated but that have the 
toes reduced and elongated too. 
This method of running on tip 
toes gives an extra measure of 
speed, which is needed to escape 
from would be predators. The 
teeth have to be specialised, 
with large. heavy grinding mol- 
ars to break down the cellulose 
cell walls of the plant tissues, 


otherwise the cell contents could | 


not be digested. The stomach is 
also complex, with many chamb- 
ers. Food is chewed, partially 
digested and then re-chewed; 
micro-organisms live in the sto- 
mach and help break down the 
cell walls. These are passengers 
that perform a very necessary 
function . 

The typical carnivores must 
also be reasonably fleet of foot 
in order to catch their prey. The 
cat types, such as the lion, rely 


upon stalking and then an incred- 
ible burst of speed in a single 
sprint.

They carry their 
young inside the female and 
supply it with nourishment via 
the placenta until it is bom. 

The female produces milk to 
nourish the newly bom young 
until it can eat normal food. 
Their one rather odd characteris~ 
tic, setting them apart from the 
rest of the mammals, is the opp- 
opposable thumb. This allows 
them to grasp objects such as 
branches and to be agile in the 
trees. The new world monkeys 
also use a prehensile tail to 
grasp branches. It functions as 
on extra hand. The larger apes 
have lost their tails completely 
and swing, or brachiate, through 
the trees. 

The life of a typical primate 
is based upon social groups and 
social behaviour. This allows 
the group to bring to bear a 
much greater number of eyes 
and ears than a single animal has 
for the detection of potential 
predators. It also gives them a

5 to 6 year olds fare worst 


in traffic 


If your youngster is five to 
six years old, he's at the danger- 
‘ous age for pedestrian collisions. 

The Canadian Automobile 
Association has recently come 
out with a report on school-child 
pedestrian collisions, made up 
from figures submitted by 151 
towns and cities across Canada. 
It show that the five to six-year 
olds make up a startling 60.7 
per cent of school-age children 
killed in collisions ~ more than 
the 7 to 14 year olds combined. 

The five and six-year old pe- 
destrion figured in 39.5 percent 
of the 2,042 injury cases in the 
15I cities and towns which took 


part in the survey. 

The study shows that school- 
age children tend to be involved 
in the most collisions at the end 
of the week, with Friday the day 
of greatest risk. Lunch hour and 
the after-school period from 
three to five p.m. were the time: 
most collisions occured. 

Seven out of every ten child- 
ren injured were struck while 
attempting to cross the street at 
locations away from an intersec- 
tion. 

The single most dangerous 
action was playing in the road- 
way, expecially in large cities. 

Male children were involved 
in three out of every five pede- 


er children, girls are involved 
in an increasingly larger propor- 
tion of collisions.

Report urges Recreational e 


Prince Edward County has 
been urged to estoblish a recrea- 
tion board to undertake a num- 
ber of specific tasks urged in 
the recently released report ot 
the annual meeting of the full 
authority last Friday. 

This was one of 22 reccom- 
mendations included in the 80 
poge illustrated, report distri- 
buted Friday. The report itself 
was compiled by the Department 
of Energy ond resources manage- 
ment. It was tumed over to the 
local authority by A.S.L. Bar- 
nes, director for the conserva- 
tion authorities branch of the 
provincial department. 

The report itself dealt ex- 
clusively with recreation and 
recreational facilities in the 
county ond there was more 
on the conservation aspects of 
the entire progrom. The meet- 
ing was under the chairmanship 
of Henry Leavens 

Among other recommenda~ 
tions was one urging the local 
authority to concentrate for 
the next several years acquiring 
control or ownership over lands 
necessary to the realization of 
the systems recommended in the 


report. 
It was also suggested that 


the local authority consider the 
feasibility of adopting certain 
overall management concepts 
from the approach taken by the 
British Parks System. 

Particular attention should 
be payed to problems existing 
in the shoreline corridor and 
refer to shoreline capabilities 
and recommended cottage dev- 
elopment zones when reviewing 
subdivision applications, the 
report continued. 

Another recommendation in 
the report detailed some of the 
positive aspects and plans for 
the club this winter.

A BY-LAW REGULATING THE OPERATION 
OF SNOWMOBILES IN THE TOWN OF DESERONTO

| shall be liable to a fine of not more than $50 for each 
offence.

The idea that the noble 
sevage is indeed noble and that 
the cruder aspects of life can be 
blamed upon environmental ond 
socio-cultural influences. This 
has been perpetuated by numer- 
ous anthropologists who have 
studied primitive peoples. How- 
ever, as Morris has so nicely st- 


ated, those who still remain on 
the fringes of modern life, such 
as aborigines, are the less suce- 
essful and less aggressive of our 
kind, and therefore are probably 
not good examples to study. 
Another fallacy, the ‘illus- 
ion of central position’ is some- 
thing we all carry with us to some 
degree. After we are bom our 
range of experience is small. 
The newbom has poor eyesight 
which developes slowly and cre- 
ates a small island of awareness 
in which the baby is the focal 
point and can demand attention 
at will by simply crying. This 
gives it the impression that it is 
at the centre of everything and 
the most important thing in the 
world. However, os experience 
broadens the horizons of aware- 
ness then the point is forcefully | 
mode every so often that the 
child is not central and oll im- 
Portant.

to the continuation of life, even 
at the expense of species, just 
as the continuation of the spec- 
jes may often be ot the expense 
of the individual member of that 
species. The instincts of pre- 
servation for the individual and 
preservation of its young are 
therefore the biological moral- 
ity which ensures this continuo- 
tion of life which from its simple 
beginnings diversified ond gave 
rise to us, as well as to the oth- 
er species of the world. 

We pride ourselves upon our 
big brain, the product of Plio- 


cene necessity, which has given 
us our triumph over nature we 
have, will overcome our great 
intellects quite often. This 
nature is most likely to do so 
when the preservation of our 
species is at stake.

to, the progressive pollution of 
our environment, the wanton de- 
struction of trees, the extinction 
of ever increasing numbers of 
cimal species, and the conver- 
sion of the entire continent into 
a sprawling mess of concreted 
suburbia, then this is not pro- 
gress but suicide. 

Now is a time for reckoning, 
a time to consider the conseque- 
nces of our cultures. We should 
examine them and try to modify 
them to fit our biological nature 
a little better. After all, our 
culture is but a few hundred 
years old, a mere new comer in 
our story. Our biological char- 
acter was formed long before, 
our basic reactions are built in- 
to our genes. They are the foun- 
dation upon which man is built. 
We cannot change our natures 
without destroying ourselves. 

We must make our cultures fit 
ourselves instead of trying to 
adapt to them. We must also 
plan them to suit our resources, 
many of which are already in 
short supply. Imagine a culture 
such as ours when the supply of 
steel foils. We must also accept 
the responsibilities that are ours. 
If we accept the pleasant aspects 
of modem civilisation, such as 
medical core, we must also acc- 
ept the need to restrict our birth 
rate to compensate for the reduc- 
ed death rate. 

There is a sentence in the 
Bible. In the new translation it 
reads: 

"So God created man in his 
own image; in the image of God 
he created him; male and femele 
he created them. God blessed 
them ond said to them, ‘Be fruit- 
ful ond increase, Fill the earth 
and subdue it, rule over the fish 
in the sea, the birds of heaven, 
and every living thing that moves 
upon the earth. " 


We have done all these things 
in excess. We have the instinct 
to survive and to ensure the sur- 
vival of our children and our 
children's children, to ensure 
the perpetuation of man. We 
are rapidly realising thot the on- 
imals and plants are necessary 
for our survival. Once again it 
boils down to the survival of life 
itself. We have accepted the 
ability to alter the biosphere, 
we must accept with it the resp- 
ansibility to ensure its survival. 
What we need is not a dictator- 
ship of the earth by man, but a 
democracy in which all living

TAX HIKE FORECAST 


Provincial Treasurer Charles 
MacNaughton says an increase 
in seasonally-adjusted unemploy- 
ment reinforces Ontario's view 
that provincial and municipal 
govemments may have to raise 
taxes and borrow more money 
next yeor.

ELECTRIC CAR NOT A DREAM 
IN JAPAN 

Perhaps it is their nature, the | 
flexibility of their businesses, or 
simply the desire for profit, but 
the Japanese, it appeors,\are 
taking the electric car more ser- 
iously than American manufact- 
urers. 

True, electric cars ore being 
manufactured in small quantities 
in the U.S., and many big name 
corporations have proto-types of 
these vehicles of the future. But 
the market, it appears, exists 
now rather than tomorrow. 

A survey by Opinion Resear- 
ch Corp. indicates that 50 mill- 
ion Americans would consider

buying a short-range, limited t 
speed electric car if one were 
on the market at less than $2,000 

This vehicle would be desig- | 
ned to go 40 miles an hour and to 
travel about 150 miles before 
having its batteries charged ino | 
home charging unit, specificat- 
ions that many engineers feel 
can be met through intensive 
effort. 

Meanwhile, two big Japan- 
ese battery manufacturers have 
begun setting up the machinery 
for making electric cars operable 
and efficient in that country by 
developing a countrywide batt- 


ery rental system. 

The incentive to Japanese 
manufacturers is a decision by 
the government to replace mony 
delivery cars, public service 
vehicles and midget vans and 
other short distance vehicles 
now operating in major cities 
within the next three to five 
years 

Japan Storage Battery has 
begun a program to set up "bat- 
tery stations" throughout the 
country for replacing, inspect= 
ing ond recharging. It would 
operate with the co-operation 
of automobile dealers. 

Yuasa Bottery also plans 
recharging stations, but intends 
also to establish a compony 
specializing in transportation 
ond delivery using electric ve- 
hicles, and to develope a rent- 

al system for elctric units to be 
used by milk, newspaper ond 
other delivery merchants 

The battery stations are ab- 
solutely essential in the eyes of 
the Japanese, becouse the pre- 
sent designs of electric vehicles 
restrict them to less than 100 mi- 
les without recharging.

| FOREST PROTECTION: 


There are numberous reasons 


| why our forests need protection 


from uncontrolled wild fires. 

In addition to productive forests, 
there are aesthetic values, wild- 
life cover and soils which can 
be lost or severely damaged by 
fire. 

Even though forest fire may 
be a destructive force, it should 
not be assumed that all fires 
ore harmful. Controlled fires 
are frequently used to advantage 
to remove logging slash and 
ground cover prior to tree plant- 
ing or to improve or increase 
the food supply available for 
deer. 

While the cold, snowy win- 
ter weather does not appear to 
be the oppropriate time to think 


of forest fire control, it iso 
fact that there is much work to 
be done prior to the arrival of 
spring and the inevitable rash 
of forest Fires. 

Winter is the time to plan 
ond prepare for the Fire Season 
tocome. There is fire fighting 
equipment to check, repair and 
test. Radios, boats, motors 
and camping geor to be made 
ready. 

Winter is also the time to 
review the fire problems of the 
post summer and to plan all as- 
pects of Fire prevention, detec- 
tion and training for the coming

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DESERONTO WAS BUSY FLOUR AND LUMBER PORT 


Deseronto, named after a notable Mohawk Chief, Captain 
John Deserontoyou, was many years ago a very busy flour and 
lumber port, and also a shipbuilding center. 

Large timber rafts from the Trent, Moira and Napanee rivers, 
were sawn into planks and boards, and lath and shingles were shi- 
pped chiefly to Oswego for American consumption, from the ex- 
tensive factories of the Rathbun Company. The Rathbuns manufac- 
tured lumber, posts, picket headings, railway ties, telegraph poles 
doors, sash, blinds and boxes of all descriptions of finished wooden 
building materials. No raw material was wasted at this mill. Af- 
ter laths were taken out of the "slabs", the residue was cut into 
kindling wood and faggoted; then, by an ingenius cable-railway, 
passed to the water's edge, and shipped to lake cities for starting 
their breakfast fires. 

Vessels were built and repaired and all descriptions of railway 
cars were manufactured. 

Rathbun Napanee mills had established large works for the man- 
ufacture of Portland and native cements. 

They also had a branch in Picton, and were dealers in all des- 
criptions of wooden building material, coal, salt, plaster and ce- 
ment. 

One of several navigation companies to play a great part in 
the shipping industry that was so vital to the growth of our country, 

-was the Deseronto Navigation Company Ltd. , an enterprise that 
made Deseronto an up and coming town. They had a fleet of nine 
busy ships. They were: RESOLUTE, RESCUE, RELIANCE, STR. 
ELLA ROSS, ARMENIA, DESERONTO, STR. QUINTE (QUEEN 
OF THE FLEET) ROCKET and VARUNA. 

The steamer ELLA ROSS was the glamour ship of the Rathbun 
fleet, and Captain Christie in command, took over the steamer 
QUINTE'S route after the QUINTE burned, and continued it for 
many veors.

Reptile skeleton 


‘found at pole 


U.S. Scientists have found 
the virtually complete fossilized 
skeleton of a reptile amphibian 
near the South Pole. 

Several of the reptile fossils 
were discovered in a rock out- 
crop 350 miles from the pole in 
what an offical report yesterday 
called a “very productive" area 
of the Antarctic Continent. 

The find was announced 
through the Christchurch head- 
quarters of the U.S. Navy's O- 
peration Deepfreeze, which has 
been aiding the scientific team 
from the Institute of Polar Stud- 
ies at Ohio State University. 

Mr. David Elliot, a geolo- 
gist heading the team, previous- 
ly found fossilized fragments 
which he regarded as important 
evidence of the theory of con- 
tinental drift. 

According to this theory the 
continents were once united, 
then broke up and moved to their 
present places on the globe. 

A fossil of the reptile lystro- 
saurus was found last year in 
Antarctica.

We may look back over the 
past yeor and feel happy about 
the new light that dawned, and 
look forward to a day when all 
the world's problems may be 
solved. We have seen a wave of 
awareness sweeping over the mass 
media ond the public. There is 
an interest in ecology, pollution 
and the population problems. 

The Lake Erie special on the 
TV showed us what happened to 
this lake, and no doubt made us 
all think for a while. Toronto, 
Hamilton and other cities have 
pollution indices. We may not 
agree with the validity or mean- 
ing of the index but it is a step 
in the right direction. The tel- 
evision even went so far as to 
entitle a programme, We have 
met the enemy, it is us.”

company in the process of man- 
ufacturing the things we wanted.

Great changes occured in 
Russia during the Bolshevik re- 
volution.

Cheese manufacturers could 
use their whey surpluses to make 
a soft drink that looks like cham- 
pagne, is nutritious and refresh- 
ing, and is extremely popular 
in Europe, says Professor C. L. 
Duitschaever, Food Science De- 
partment, University of Guelph. 
In a recent interview Profe- 
ssor Duitschaever explained that 
whey, a by-product of cheese 
monufacture, has been adapted 
in some European countries to 
make a non-alcoholic, slightly 
carbonated soft drink called 
Rivella. Rivella now has more 
than 7 per cent of the soft drink 
market in Switzerland, where it 
was first introduced 20 years ago. 
Professor Duitschaever said 
that once the protein and fat is 
removed, whey is fermented to 
develop lactic acid, then con- 
centrated in a whitish paste 


containina lactose, minerals

and lactic and amino acids. 

The whey is shipped in concen- 
trated form to the bottling plant 
where it is reconstituted with 
water and extracts, flavored 
with herbs and sugar, and sligh- 
tly carbonated. No artifical 
products are added to the orig- 
inal base, so that Rivella can- 
not be called a carbonated drink’ 
by North American standards. 

The whey concentrate is di- 
luted with water, flavored, 
bottled and pasteurized. Be- 
cause Rivella hos been pasteur- 
ized and has a low pH rating, 
its storage life is the same as 
for any other soft drink said 
Professor Duitschaever. 

Rivella is marketed success~ 
fully in Switzerland, France, 
Germany, Italy, Yugoslavic, 
and the Benelux countries, and 
has just recently been introdu- 
ced into Australia. 
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
